1. JAPAN 

IN INTERVIEW W/NYT'S SCOTT-STOKES (7/9), ECON PLANNING 
AGENCY CHIEF MIYAZAWA EXPRESSED "GREAT DISAPPOINTMENT" 
THAT PRES CARTER SEEMS HEADED TOWARD BONN ECON SUMMIT 
"EMPTY-HANDED." SAID CARTER/TRADE REP STRAUSS "DON'T 
HAVE ANYTHING TO GIVE, IT'S ALL TAKE." EPA CHIEF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ALSO CRITICIZED CONGRESS FOR "DRAGGING ITS FEET ON 
THE ENERGY BILL," WHICH HE DESCRIBED AS LONG OVERDUE 
UNDER TERMS OF USHIBA-STRAUSS COMMUNIQUE LAST JANUARY. 
ACCUSED USG OF MISMANAGEMENT. CITING US 60-BIL-DOL 
BUDGET DEFICIT/7 PCT INFLATION RATE . 

BEHR (SUN GENEVA 7/8) REPORTS US TRADE OFFICIALS 
CONSIDERING IMPOSITION 15 PCT TAX ON ALL JAPANESE 
IMPORTS INTO US AS DRASTIC MEANS OF FORCING CONCESSIONS 
FROM JAPAN IN GENEVA TRADE TALKS. SOME US OFFICIALS

MAIOR TRADING PARTNERS. PROPOSAL WILL STRESS lAPAN'S 
DETERMINATION ACHIEVE 7 PCT REAL GROWTH/MAKE 4-BIL- 
DOLS WORTH EMERGENCY IMPORTS/DOUBLE OFFICIAL DEVELOPMENT

FLEET. TOKYO ANALYSTS SAY RUSSIANS EXPANDING PRESENCE/ARE

"KYODO" HANOI REPORT, MEANWHILE, SAID 1ST GROUP CHINESE 
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TECHNICIANS TO LEAVE VN BOARDED TRAINS 7/9 IN HANOI FOR 
HOME (AP BANGKOK, NYT/SUN; WSJ). 

RONALD HUMPHREY/DAVID TRUONG- 1ST 2 MEN EVER CHARGED IN US 
W/SPYING FOR SRV -SENTENCED TO 15 YRS IN JAIL 7/7. DEFENSE 
LAWYERS, FAMILIAR W/PENALTIES IMPOSED IN ESPIONAGE CASES IN 
LAST 2 DECADES, VIEWED SENTENCES AS RELATIVELY LIGHT. BOTH

THAN RESIDENT ALIENS (NYT'S BURNHAM; WP'S SEABERRY; WSTAR’S 
O'LEARY; SUN;-ALL 7/8; REUTER 7/7-8). 

5. BURMA 

GUB/BANGLADESH SIGNED AGREEMENT SUN TO RETURN MORE THAN 
206,000 MUSLIM REFUGEES WHO FLED BURMA THIS SPRING. BANG- 
LADESH FONMIN SAID REPATRIATION OF REFUGEES, NOW IN 1 1 
SQUALID CAMPS ON BANGLADESH SIDE OF BORDER, WILL BEGIN BY 
END OF AUG. SAID BOTH SIDES AGREED "TO COOPERATE IN 
PREVENTING ILLEGAL ENTRY OF PEOPLE INTO EACH OTHER'S 
COUNTRY." AGREEMENT SIGNED AT END OF 3 DAYS DELIBERATIONS 
IN DACCA BETWN BURMA FONMIN/BANGLADESH PRES AFTER 1ST 
ROUND TALKS IN RANGOON LAST MONTH FAILED BREAK IMPASSE. AS 
PART OF PACT, 2 ALSO AGREED REPAIR/MAINTAIN DAMAGED BORDER 
MARKINGS ALONG NAAF RIVER (AP DACCA, SUN). 

6. MALAYSIA 
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MALAYSIA'S RULING NATL FRONT 7/8 WON SWEEPING NEW 5-YR 
MANDATE IN FEDL/STATE ELECTIONS; BUT, ACCORDING NYT SPEC 
(KL 7/9), OPPOSITION SCORED GAINS THAT APPEAR REFLECT 
CHINESE COMMUNITY'S UNHAPPINESS OVER GOM POLICIES. ELECTION 
DETERMINED COMPOSITION MALAYSIA'S PARLIAMENT/10 OF 13 STATE 
ASSEMBLIES. 

AS RESULTS TRICKLED IN, NATL FRONT SEEMED BE RETAINING 
CONTROL OF ALL STATES/LEADING BY WIDE MARGIN IN PARLIA- 
MENT, CAPTURING 98 OF 154 SEATS. ACKNOWLEDGING VICTORY, 

PM SAID ELECTIONS "PROVE MALAYSIA'S COMMITMENT TO DE- 
MOCRACY." HE PLEDGED CONTINUE VIGOROUS SUPPRESSION OF 
SMALL BUT PERSISTENT COMMUNIST INSURGENCY, WHICH HE SAID 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WAS AIMING "TO DESTROY DEMOCRACY., 

IN RESULTS SO FAR, DEMOCRATIC ACTION PARTY WON 15 SEATS/ 
ISLAMIC PARTY WON 5, THO ITS LEADER MOHAMMED ASRIK, 
CAMPAIGNING ON PLATFORM OF ISLAMIC FUNDAMENTALISM/STRIDENT 
MALAY NATLISM, FAILED TO WIN EVEN 1 SEAT. DEMO ACTION 
PARTY, ADVOCATING WIDE-RANGING SOCIAL/ECON REFORMS, 
INCREASED ITS STRENGTH IN WHAT NYT SAYS INTERPRETED AS 
PROTEST VOTE BY CHINESE COMMUNITY. POLICE/SECURITY 
FORCES PLACED ON FULL ALERT IN CASE OF CLASHES BETWN 
RIVAL PARTIES, BUT NO INCIDENTS REPORTED. ITEM QUOTES 
W ANALYSTS THAT BALLOTING WAS FAIR/HONEST (ALSO WSI). 

7. SNEPP CASE 

FEDL DIST JUDGE OREN LEWIS RULED 7/7 THAT FRANK SNEPP 
VIOLATED CIA CONTRACT IN WRITING UNAUTHORIZED BOOK ("DECENT 
INTERVAL" ) ABOUT AGENCY/ORDERED HIS "ILL-GOTTEN GAINS" 

(60,000 DOLS SO FAR) BE TURNED OVER TO USG. COURT FURTHER 
ORDERED THAT SNEPP GET CIA'S APPROVAL BEFORE SEEKING 
PUBLISH ANY OTHER MATERIAL THAT CONCERNS CIA/INTELLIGENCE 
ACTIVITIES THAT HE OBTAINED DURING EMPLOYMENT W/CIA. 

IN 14-PG RULING, LEWIS SAID SNEPP HAD "WILLFULLY, 

DELIBERATELY AND SURREPTITIOUSLY BREACHED HIS POSITION OF 
TRUST" W/CIA. DECISION WAS 1ST TO UPHOLD AGREEMENT ALL 
CIA EMPLOYEES SIGN THAT THEY WILL SUBMIT EVERYTHING THEY 
WRITE ABOUT AGENCY FOR REVIEW. 

AFTER SENTENCING, SNEPP SAID HE WOULD APPEAL RULING; SAID 
"NO AMERICAN SHOULD BE DEPRIVED OF HIS FREEDOM OF SPEECH 
SIMPLY BECAUSE HE CRITICIZED THE GOVERNMENT." TOLD 
REPORTERS USG IS WELCOME TO PROFITS FROM HIS BOOK, BUT "IT 
WON’T BUY THEM BACK THE HONOR THE CIA LOST IN THE FINAL 
DAYS OF THE VIETNAM WAR." LAWYER SAID HE WILL BASE APPEAL 
ON GROUNDS THAT SNEPP DID NOT VIOLATE TERMS OF AGREEMENT HE 
SIGNED/THAT PERSON CANNOT SIGN AWAY 1ST AMENDMENT RTS.

8. JAPAN 

NYT EDIT STRONGLY SUPPORTS IDEA OF SELLING ALASKAN OIL TO 
JAPAN. SEES IT AS MUTUALLY ADVANTAGEOUS, ALLOWING BOTH US/ 
JAPAN RELY LESS ON MIDEAST OIL IMPORTS WHILE AT SAME TIME 
HELPING US STRAIGHTEN OUT BOP PROBLEMS W/JAPAN. OPINES 
THAT TO BYPASS THIS SIMPLE/PAINLESS STEP TOWARD ENERGY 
SELF-SUFFICIENCY "WOULD BE FOLLY." 

JANEWAY (WSTAR 7/9) EXPRESSES SAME OPINION, CITING 
"IMMENSE" BENEFICIAL CONSEQUENCES TO BE DERIVED FROM 
SELLING ALAKSAN OIL TO JAPAN. FORESEES IN PROPOSAL GREATER 
MOTIVATION FOR DOMESTIC PRODUCERS STEP US DRILLING/RE- 
ACTIVATION IDLED SHIPPING/DOL’S DAILY FAT, I. AGAINST RISING 
YEN VALUE "INSTANTLY REVERSED." FINDS PRES CARTER S 
VETO OF SUCH PLAN "POSITIVELY PERVERSE," DEPRIVING US OF 
IMMEASURABLE ECON/FINANCIAL BENEFITS. 

IWAMA (WSTAR TOKYO 7/8) NOTES THAT IN THEORY, DOL'S FALL 
AGAINST YEN SHOULD HAVE ENABLED JAPANESE BUY US IMPORTS 
AT MORE REASONABLE PRICES-BUT THIS HASN'T BEEN THE CASE. 

IN FACT, PRICES IMPORTED US GOODS HAVE REMAINED LARGELY 
UNCHANGED. GOJ SURVEYS REPORT THAT IN MANY CASES, US 
EXPORTERS HAVE RAISED PRICES ON GOODS ON GROUNDS OF 
INFLATION. ALSO, JAPANESE HANDLING COSTS HAVE RISEN, 

THUS PRECLUDING ANY PRICE REDUCTIONS. COMMENTS INCREDU- 
LOUSLY THAT JAPANESE STORES TODAY CAN STILL "NONCHALANTLY" 
PLACE 25-DOL PRICE TAG ON 1 "TASTEFULLY GIFT-WRAPPED 
CANTALOUPE."

NYT'S GWERTZMAN THINKS CARTER ADMIN "FASCINATED" W/ 
POSSIBILITY OF CLOSE RELS W/PRC. SAYS CHINESE. IN TURN, 
INTRIGUED BY THIS INTEREST. DESPITE RECENT MOVES TOWARD 
CHINA-ZBIG VISIT, PRES SCI/TECH VISIT, DAEDALUS DECISION, 
COMMITMENT TO INCREASED TRADE-GWERTZMAN SAYS MOVES HAVE 
"POINTEDLY NOT INCLUDED 1 ' DECISION BY CARTER TO COMPLETE 
NORMALIZATION. ADDS DECISION NOT EXPECTED BEFORE 79.

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GWERTZMAN THINKS IT QUESTIONABLE PRC SHARES US GOALS ON 
SALT/KOREA/INDOCHINA. CONCLUDES THAT ISSUES FACING POLICY- 
MAKERS DIFFICULT: HOW FAR SHOULD US GO IN PUSH FOR IMPROVED 
RELS W/PRC WHEN SUCH POLICY VIEWED AS ESSENTIALLY ANTI-

JACK ANDERSON (NYT 7/8) SAYS MOST FASCINATING ASPECT OF 
PROGRAM OF PRC'S PERF ARTS CO LAST THURS WAS ITS VARIETY. 

REST OF COLUMN DESCRIPTION OF PRESENTATION W/OUT ANY 
ATTEMPT AT POL ANALYSIS. 

LAT’S KILDAY REPORTS FORMAL INVITATION FOR DEL OF PRC 
FILMAKERS FOR RECIPROCAL VISIT HOLLYWOOD IS IN PROCESS OF 
BEING CONVEYED TO CHINESE CULTURAL MIN, ACCORDING ROBERT 
BLUMHOFE, DIR OF AFI-WEST (LAT 7/3). FILM TECHNICIAN 
GEN BERG OBSERVED THAT PRC TECHNOLOGY IS EQUIVALENT TO 
THAT USED IN US FILM INDUSTRY 15-20 YRS AGO. AMERICANS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WHO VISITED PRC 6/3-19 DISAGREED OVER PROBABILITY OF 
ANY SINO-US CO-PRODUCTIONS TAKING PLACE IN NEAR FUTURE. 

SUN'S KARNOW (TAIPEI) SAYS KEY QUESTION FOR ROC IS WHETHER 
IT CAN SURVIVE AFTER US ESTABLISHES RELS W/PEKING. THINKS 
EVEN IF US RENOUNCES MUTUAL DEFENSE TREATY, TAIWAN IN NO 
MIL DANGER FROM MAINLAND; BELIEVES TAIWAN DEF CAPABILITY 
WOULD MAKE COSTS TOO HIGH FOR ANY INVASION ATTEMPT. ADDS 
THAT UNLIKELY PRC WOULD UNDERTAKE SUCH AN ENTERPRISE WHILE 
THREATENED BY HOSTILE USSR, NOR WOULD CHINESE WISH FORCE 
CONFRONTATION W/US AT TIME WHEN THEY SEEK USE US LEVERAGE 
AGAINST RUSSIANS. 

IN ADDITION, HE CONCLUDES, PEKING IN NO HURRY "LIBERATE" 
TAIWAN. QUOTES TENG STATEMENT TO BRZEZINSKI THAT "TAIWAN 
IS A MINOR PROBLEM THAT WILL BE SOLVED BY HISTORY." KARNOW 
THINKS THIS MEANS PRC HAS COME TO REGARD TAIWAN AS IT DOES 
HK/MACAO: WILL CONTINUE LEAVE THESE PLACES ALONE (AND 
BENEFIT FROM THEIR EXISTENCE) SO LONG AS NO ONE DISPUTES 
PEKING'S CLAIM TO SOVEREIGNTY. 

KARNOWBELIVES ONLY THREAT TO EXISTENCE OF ROC WOULD BE

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CHRMN/PRES OF RANDOM HOUSE, WHICH PUBLISHED SNEPP BOOK, SAID 
COURT’S DECISION SHOWED THERE ARE 2 CLASSES OF AMCITS: 1/
